1756, 
it was the exprefs rule of the French mari- 
time code in the years 1704 and 1744.

crees of the French monarchs which I have 
on the table, made in tbe years 
mentioned) 
and which prohibit to neutrals any but a direct 
trade to the colony of an enemy. 
Though 
the rule of 1756 may not be an ancient rule, 
yet we mu(\ admit that it was not a new rule 
introduced in the prefent war

France was unable to trade with her colo- 
nies ; the United States becahie her carriers, 
and linder our flag the m a n u f a û u r e t of the 
mother country were fatély carried to the 
colonies, and the produce of the colonies 
tranfported lo Europe.

Britain only was the

and

her colonics, fliall Or liable to a duty of one 
per cent, and from the colonies to France of 
2 per cent, to be paid into our own trenfo»-y. 
This regulation of benefit to the goverjinrrnt 
by tbe duiy which it gave to it was of little 
prejudice to tbe trade, ^nd there is no room 
to doubt that the trade, thus fecured from 
the fpoliations to which it was befoie fnbje<^, 
vould hQve Sourifhed beyond its former liunts. 


Our difiirtnces, therefore, as to the carry-

{elves to French bondage ?— W e are told of 
our veflels being fo rced into Britifh ports, 
and c o m p li e d to pay tribute ; but nothing 
ii laid of their being invited into French har­ 
bours, and then felted and corfifcated. 
W i t h ail the Complaints agaiod the Britifh 
orders, and the (lienee as to French decre-a, 
o u g h t we not to be furprifed in difcoverjng 
that the orders are exceeded in fevcrity anc 
injuftice by the decrees I 
Let it be remem. 
bered that this fyftem o f outrage upon neu­ 
tral rights originated on the part of France 
in the Berlin decree—-that decree in eflff&,

naparte h i m f J i , and exprefsly providing for

I believe dr, it is a tmferahlc and 
melancholy f a l l — and if you will have pa 
tience with me, I will furmfh proof enough 
to fupport the belief o f the molt incredulous. 
I mean to (hew, that your gov ernm ent has 
bad it in its power to fecure pe&ee with B r i­ 
tain, by the fettlement o f the differences be­ 
tween the two nations, add that the means 
have not only been n egleAed but means em ­ 
ployed to prevent fuch a fettlement Loin t a k ­ 
ing place. 
It will be necelTary for us to confider what 
thole differences were.

of England ? 


It was fuel to the Mime o f difcord. 
T h e 
Britifh government is not lefs high-fpirited 
m d proud than our own, and the attempt to 
force them to terms, was the likened courfe 
which could h i v e been purfued, by pruvok ng 
retaliation, to widen the breach between the 
tw o Countries. 


Th is meafure enforced, when negotiation

f u h , is no fmajl proof, in my mind, that the

was founded on the principle, that s neutral 
nation c-.uId not acquire a right to trade, by 
the cedi >n of one belligerent in time of w a r, 
which did not e x id , 
but Was withheld in 
time of peace. 
T h e rule was kippur ted on 
the principle, that a neutral could not come 
in aid of a belligerent aud cover its property 
on the ocean, when it was incapable of pro. 
te llin g it itfelf. 
I ani not g oing *•> defend this rule, nor to 
inquire into its un g in . 
T h u s much I will 
fay, that if it was the BritiOi rule of 1756 , 
it was the cxprefs rule 
o f the French mari­ 
time code in the years 170 4 and 1744. 
I 
will not trouble you with reading the de­ 
crees o f the French monarchs which I have 
on the table, made in the years mentioned) 
and which prohibit to neutrals any but a direlt 
trade to the colony o f an enemy. 
T h o u g h 
the rule o f 1 7 5 6 may not be in ancient rule, 
yet we mud admit that it was not a new rule 
introduced in the prefent war 
and contrived 
to rum or injure the A m e ric an com m erce. 
France was unable to trade with her colo­ 
nies ; the U n ited States became her carriers, 
and under our Rag the m an u fa & u ies o f the 
mother c o u n t r y were Lately carried to the 
colonies, and the produce o f the colonies 
tranfportfd to Europe. 
T h i s trade was c e r­ 
tainly as beneficial to France, as profrable 
to the U nited States. 
Britain only was the 
fufferer, and the rule o f 1 7 5 8 was revived, 
in order to take from French commerce the 
protetlion o f a neutral flag. 
Our g ov e rn , 
inrnt were lertainly right, in claim ing the 
tree enjoyment o f this profitable trade, but 
the only queltion is, whether the neutral and 
belligerent pretention did not admit of ad- 
juftment, by each d i e m akin g au equal con- 
cr til h i o f points o f m tered. 
T h e treaty of 1806, which the Prefident 
rejrlle d, f*tily comproitufcd th* d fpute on

T h e 
l i t h art. o f that treaty 
lr cured to the U nited States the carrying 
tr.ide c f Fian ce and her colonies, f u b j r A to 
terms fj i n e w b s t inconvenient to the. mer. 
chant, but rendenng it not lefs beneficial to 
ihe nation. 
T h * treaty requires that goods 
exported from France or her colonies in A - 
(aen ean vt Hr It, d u ll be entered and landed 
in the U nited S t a t e s ; 
and 
when exported 
from Frances through the United States to 
her colonies, d u ll Or liable to a duty o f one 
per cent. and from the colonies to France of 
2 per cent. to be paid lino our own t re*fury. 
I bis regulation of benefit to the govern m ent 
by the duty which it gav e to it was o f little 
prejudice to the trade, aud there is no room 
to doubt that the trade, thus recured from 
the fpoliations to which it was befoie fn b jeA , 
would have f l o u n c e d beyond its former limits. 
Our differences, therefore, as to the carry- 
ing-tradr fo much harraffed by the Britt fit 
rule o f 1 7 j 6 , not only admitted of compro- 
miff, but was a cf! u a 11 y fettled by an arran ge­ 
ment in the treaty o f 1806, with winch th* 
nation would have been p e r M l l y fatisfi-d. 
I he fecond head of difpute reg lids the 
praAice of c o o d r u lliv e blockade. 
T h e c o m ­ 
plaint on this fu bjett w .s , that blockades 
were formed by proclamations, sod that n e u ­ 
trals were compelled to confider ports b lo c k ­ 
aded before which no force was ftationed. 
That the principle of blockades was extended 
to unwarrantable lim n s, is mod certainly 
true, and there is bo queltion as to our having 
jail caufe to complain of the vexatious in­ 
terruptions to which i*. expofed our trad#. 
T h e prefent war 
between France and E n g . 
land is without a parallel between civilized 
nations ; it is not a d ru g gie for renown, or for 
ordinary conqucd, but on the part o f Britain 
for her independence and exide n cs . 
Prin ci­ 
ples of neutrality or of right have been little 
regarded upon the land or upon the ocean ; 
and the quedion with the belligerents has 
been lefs what the law of nations permitted 
them to do. than what their drcngth enabled 
them to accompli!}). 
It is unlawful for a 
aeutral to attempt to enter a blockaded port 
— but a port cannot be contidered as b lo c k ­ 
aded, u n k f s a force adequate to the cud is 
Hallooed before it. 
T h e blockades therefore, 
which England created Amply by a proclama­ 
tion, were an abufe o f which neutrals had 
jud caufe to complain. 
Tfie U nited States did complain, and theft 
complaints were liftened to by the Britifh g o ­ 
vernment. 
I he l o t h art. of the treaty o f 
1806 has made prov.fion on the f u b jr A ; and 
though E 'gland has not renounced the prin­ 
ciple o f which we complain, yet it is qualified 
by the notice which is required to be given 
to the vrff-rl attempting to enter a blockaded 
port, before die is expofed to feiture and con- 
fifcation. 
T h e provtfion in the treaty would 
no doubt hav* correArd in a rontiderable de­ 
gree the abufe from w h ic h we had luffered, 
and it was our policy to h«ve waited for bet­ 
ter times for a completer remedy for the evil.

equal interef! and delicacy to both countries. 
T h e r e is nothing novel in the pretention, 
that a nation engaged iii war had a right to 
recall her fo b jr& s L a m foreign countries, or 
from foreign fcrvice, to aflill her in the w ar. 
E ve ry natian in Europe bas claimed and 
exercifed the right. 
O u r g o v e rn m e n t has 
not denied it } but the c o n f l u e n c e s of th# 
manner c f e x c r e t i n g it, have formed

ground o f our complaint. 
H a s a belligerent
